G.C. Steel mill worker 
loses asbestos lawsuit

EDWARDSVILLE — The 
third of more than 2,200 asbes- 
tos suits filed in Madison Coun- 
ty has ended with a decision 
against a Caseyville man who 
claimed exposure to the materi- 
al has created health problems 
for him. 

Of the three cases tried so 
far, damages have been award- 
ed only in one, the first. 

A jury at the Madison County 
courthouse in Edwardsville 
found in favor of seven defen- 

a suit filed by Charles 
, 47, of Caseyville. 

Hastings, who has been an 
employee of Granite City Steel 
for the past 24 years, claimed 
exposure to asbestos has 
caused damage to his lungs. 
The steel mill was not a defen- 
dant in the suit. 

The jury deliberated 3% 
hours before announcing its 
decision. 

All the defendants were man- 
ufacturers of products contain- 
ing asbestos. 

Steve Wolens of Dallas, Tex- 


one of Hastings" attorneys, 
said a decision on whether to 
appeal has not been made. 

“It’s too early for us to make 
that decision,” he said. 

“Fred (Baron, also of Dallas, 
who headed Hastings’ team of 
lawyers) was very distressed 
with the verdict, but has a lot 
of respect for the decision of 
the Madison County jurors."" 

Gordon Broom, an attorney 
representing two of the firms, 
Celotex of Tampa la., and 
Raymark, a Con cut firm, 
said he was pleased with the 
verdiét. 

“TI think the jury in this case 
made the correct decision,”’ he 
said. ‘‘Each case is going to 
have to be tried on its own 
merits.’” 

If many of the verdicts in the 
asbestos cases go one way, he 
said it may have a slight effect 
on those cases still pending. 

“It may cause some of the 


. people to look closer at their 


cases,’" he said. “But I don't 
think it Will really make much 
difference.”’

J. Bush was sworn into office 
Thursday and signed to a $66,500 
a year contract for two years. 

Bush previously was earning 
$42,000 a year as principal of the

19, earned $71,000 a year. His 
contract, which does not end 
until 1991, is to be negotiated by 
district attorneys. 

Shortly after being sworn in, 
Bush recommended that action 
taken by the board on Dec. 12, 
including efforts to cut salaries 
of administrators and non-certi- 


fied eet ep and to require 
employees to pay insurance for 
their dependents, be rescinded. 
The board approved the item on 
a 5-0 vote. 

Two other items in the pack- 
age, reassigning physical educa- 
tion teachers to the classroom 
and studying other personnel 
cuts in the spring, were not 
rescinded. 

Despite the board’s change of 
heart, Bush said layoffs in per- 
sonnel are imminent. 

‘There’s no way to deal with 
a budget deficit this size without 
lowering the number of people 
on the payroll,’ he said. “‘We 
need to reduce payroll, not until 
it hurts the education of the 
kids, but we might have to 
squeeze it, make it tight.” 

Bush promised the board that

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Book describes benefits — 


now available to veterans 


Although more than $32 billion 
‘was paid out in veterans benefits. 
last year, billions more went 
unclaimed in the past few years, 
according to Robert Berko, exec- 
utive director of the Consumer 
Education Research Center. 

Every year eligibility for ben- 
efits and the array of available 
benefits are changed and very 
few veterans or ‘ir survivors 
keep up with the latest rules, 

‘0 said. 

Because of this, and changes 
in their circumstances, many 
veterans, their families and sur- 
vivors are now entitled to money 
and other benefits from the gov- 
ernment even though they were 
not eligible in the past. 

Each year, the Consumer Edu- 
cation Research Center compiles 
a book describing the latest 
rules- on available benefits and 
how to qualify for those benefits. 
The 192-page ‘“‘Complete Guide 
to’ Federal and State Benefits for. 
Veterans, Their Families, and 
Survivors” has just been issued. 

It contains a foreword by Sen. 


Robert Dole and a separate book 
containin information and 
forms to obtain marriage, death, 
divorce and other vital docu- 
ments needed to substantiate 
claims have just been issued.

According to Berko, many sur- 
vivors of veterans are unaware 
that they might be eligible to 


receive money, medical care, 
educational assistan¢ge, help in 
buying a home or) x benefits. 


In fact, eligibility and bénefits 
change constantly and some peo- 
ple ineligible in previous years 
are now able to start receiving 
money. 


The study found that many 
people are unaware that they 
are considered dependents or 
survivors of veterans. These 
include those involved in illegal 
marriages, those who remarried 
after the death or disability of a 


veteran, children born out of 
wedlock to a veteran, gore of 
a veteran and even pendent 
grandchildren. Any of these may 
be eligible for benefits. 

Berko says that the study 
Questioned: veterans about bene- 
ats and found that the majority 
were unfamiliar with most of the 
benefits now being granted 
under federal and state laws. 
Even veterans now collecting 
were unaware of other benefits 
for which they were eligible and 
could be collecting: 

For instance, disabled 
veterans can receive apparel 
allowances_if they use wheel 
chairs, artificial limbs or any 
prosthetic device that can wear 
or damage clothing and, if- they 
have a spouse in need of care, 
they can receive an allowance to 
pay someone to provide that 
care. 

Few knew that unemployed 
veterans 65 or older are consid- 
ered, permanently and totally 
disabled and can collect as much 
as $11,000 a year. 





Hartigan offers tips on giving 


The holiday season is a time 
for giving to charitable causes 
Attorney General Neil F. Harti- 
gan suggests that precautions be 
taken to ensure that donations 
are being made only to legiti- 
mate charitable organizations. 

“Your gifts can either be high- 
ly effective in carrying out a 
worthwhile charitable program, 
or they can be was through 
mismanagement or even fraud,” 
Hartigan said. 

“You can prevent such waste 
and fraud by taking the time to 
learn about the nature and oper- 
ation of the organization asking 
for your contribution, and then 
giving only tq the charities that 
deserve your confidence and 
trust.” 

Hartigan recommends the fol- 
lowing precautions when making 
charitable contributions. 

Don't be fooled by thé’ name 
of the charity. Some groups will 
purposely use names similar to 

nown and respected organiza 
tions. Occasionally, groups that 
are not charities will adopt 
names that lead you to believe 
“they are charities. 

elf you are not familiar with 
an organization, ask for the 
exact name and location of the 
organization’s headquarters. 
Find out what programs are con- 
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ducted in Illinois and elsewhere, 
and how long these programs 
have existed. Don’t hesitate to 
ask questions about the purpose 
of the organization or the identi- 
ty of the solicitor. 

eAsk what percentage of your 
contribution will be used for the 
cost of fund raising and adminis- 
tration and what percentage will 
go toward the actual programs 
or research. 

Find out whether your. contri- 
bution is tax-deductible. General- 
ly, all legitimate charities pro- 
vide tax-deductible status. 

*Be wary of any solicitor who 
is ‘not willing or able to supply 
you with the information you are 
seeking. 

It is always a good idea to 
write a check instead of giving 
cash, especially when making a 
large donation. A aepitimate 
charity organization will accept 
checks. The check should alwa: 
be made payable to the charity, 
never the solicitor. 

«Be wary.of high-pressure tac- 
tics. Don’t be afraid to say‘no or 
that you want time to think it 
over. You may want to take the 
literature and decide at your lei- 
sure if that charity is one you 
want to support.
